DR. PARKHURST. 


| He ‘Addresses a Gathering of Women 


and Talks Politics. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

NDW YORK, Oct. 5.—Dr. Charles H. 
Parkhurst made one of his characteristic 
addresses to women last nicht in the 
Adams Memorial Church. It was at a 
meeting of the City Vigilance League of 
the Fiourteenth and Sixteenth Assembby 
districts. The meeting was opened by Dr. 
Forbes, who presented Dr. Parkhurst. 
“This question of woman. has been before 
the public in relation to this reform move- 
ment for same dme,“ said the dootor, 
“and something is now coming of it. The 
degeneration of the city is a matter that 
should interest every mother, gister and 
wife at Tives in it.” 

Dr. Parkhurst sad that politics had 
noting to do with the women’s work, 
for there were no politics in it. It was a 
question of right against wrong, a question 
of the ten commandments or no com- 
mandments. “If she is a true mother or 
sister or wife, she should use every re- 
source to elevate the general tone of the 
community,” he said. In order to bring 
about this purification, we must begin 
with the nrunicipal government.“ 

The doctor said he had received a letter 
from a whole-souled lady, who volunteered 


to start the movement among the women, 


and he had had a long conversation with 
her about it. Referring to the coming 
elections for Governor, he said: “If you 
think Mr. Hill is the kind of man who will 
sign his name to a bill giving the Mayor 
the power to remove the heads of depart- 
ments, then vote for him. If not, do not, 
that’s all, and unless Mr. Hill has been 
recently reformed, I hardly think he will 
do it. I have heard a rumor that it is 
the purpose of Tammany to indorse Mr. 
Goff for Mayor. It is a Hill idea, I believe, 
and it shows that Hill is trying to ally 


| himself with a body that will lend re-

Several Japanese warships are pa- 
troling the coast near Wei-Hai Wei, the 
Chinese port.on the Shan-Tung promon- 
tory. They approach the coast at night 
and steam away at daybreak. It is said 
he object is to prevent Chinese warships 
leaving Wei-Hai- Wel, or Port Arthur on 
the opposite side of the Yellow Sea. It is

THE POWERS’ INTERESTS. . 

LONDON, 5 be St. James Ga- 
gette says the interest in England, France 
and Russia are closely involved in the 
possible breaking up of the Chinese em- 
pire, and it is believed Russia has signi- 
fied that she cannot any longer regard 
the progress of events in the far east with 
indifference. 

The Manchester Guardian is informed 
that Russia and Great Britain have defi- 
nitely decided that the settlement of the 
war must be international and mot a 
Japanese affair. Germany and France are 
said to have acquiesced in this decision, 
while the policy of the United States is 
still regarded as uncertain. Russia, ac- 
cording to the Guardian, has already 
warned Japan that the future of Korea 
concerned the Russian government. 

Japan in its present mood will pay no 
heed to any representations made by the 
powers unless they be accompanied by 
tangible evidence of intention to back 
them up. It was to authorize this, accord- 
ing to the Guardian, that the Ministerial 
council was summoned. It further says 
that after a showing of force, Japan would

LONDON, Oct. 5.—A dispatch received 
here from Berlin says that it has been 
learned on high authority that the mz-et- 
ing of the British Cabinet was called to 
discuss a proposal for combined action on 
the part of the powers to interfere and 
prevent the overthrow of the Chinese dy- 
nasty, which, it was claimed, would result 
in anarchy in the empire and the massacre 
of Buropeans. One power, it is said favors 
a compulsory settlement of the Chinese- 
Japanese dispute. 

The dispatch adds that Sir William Ver- 
non Harcourt, Chancellor of the Exchequer,

FOREST RESERVES. 
The Department of the Interior Plan- 


ning Their Protection. 
‘Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 5 — What:to do 
with the forest reserves has become a se- 
rloys question in the Department of the 
Interior. Congress passed a law providing 
for setting apart of tracts of land as forest 
reserves, and when so set apart they could 
not be entered upon for any purpose what- 
ever. Acting under this law the President 
has from time to time set apart tracts 
which are known as forest reservations, 
and ‘which are now on the government 
lands. In all there are over 17,000,000 
acres thus reserved in the States of Cali- 
f Oregon, Washington, Colorado, 

yoming, Montana and Utah and Arizona. 
No provision whatever has been made for 
taking care of these reservations. 

Under the law they are reserved to the 
government, and no person can make use 
of them, yet there is nothing to prevent 
way de ‘from going upon them or in any 

7 defeating the cbject of legislation and 

reservation proclamation. Persons 
— be prosecuted afterward, but there 
is no means of preventing depredations. 
Neither is there any way to prevent for- 
est fires or other methods of destruction, 
The persons interested in forest preserva- 
tion were instrumental in having the res- 
ervation law passed and the reservation 
made. They have also tried to secure laws 
for the protection of forests, but so far 
without success. 

One of the most enthusiastic forestry 
men in the present administration is As- 
sistant Commissioner Bowers of the Gen- 
eral Land 


, and has been urging legislation for 
preservation and protection. Commissioner 
Lamoreaux is a practical lumber man, and, 
referring to the value of the timber on 
these forest reservations, says that no tim- 
ber is valuable unless it is thin a mar- 
ketable distance of streams or railroads, 
and at present none of the lumber of 
these reservations could be sold. 
-not believe that there timber would be de- 
manded for half a century. A part of the 
scheme for the preservation of the [forest 
includes the sale of timber from time to 
time to pay for protection. If there is no 
‘demand for the timber this plan will fail, 
and it will be necessary for the girern- 
ment to appropriate money for this pur- 


pose. 

Already there have been plans presented 
for making national parks of these reser- 
|. vations, and if the first plans fails then 
an effort will be made to turn them over 
to the several States for State parks.

McKinley’s Speeches 
Bear Fruit. 


Patriotism Awakened Wherever and 
Whenever He Addresses 
the People. 


Judge Gaynor Writes a Letter on 
New York Politics—Gen. Wal- 
lace on ex-President 
Harrison.

NEOLA (lowa,) Oct. 5.—The patriotic 
speeches which Gov. McKinley has been 
making are bearing fruit, for at every one 
of the stations where crowds assembled to 
hear him ot are liberal displays of 
flags, of which the Governor says so much. 
This has been especially noticeable during 
the last two days, and since the speeches 
he has made have been put in circulation. 
There was an early breakfast, and a five- 
mile drive acress the Missouri River to 
Council Bluffs, where McKinley found at 
the Grand Hotel a number of gentlemen 
who were there attending the reunion of 
the Army of the Tennessee. Among 
them were Generals Howard, Dodge, Wol- 
cott, Hickenlooper and Williamson, Col. 
Fred Grant, Tecumseh Sherman and Col. 
Hugh Belknap, who had an interchange 
of fraternal greetings with McKinley. 
From a stand erected in front of the hotel 
Gov. Jackson introduced the Governor to 
the several thousand people. After com- 
menting on the interest by the men con- 
gregating thus early to hear a political 
speech, Gov. McKinley said: 

Tou have an opportunity to vote now to 
express your opinion of the work of the 
Democratic administration. The people of 
this country have experienced a revolution 
in political sentiment. There has not 
been anything like it in American history. 
The Democratic party carried the country 
in 1892, but in every election in every 
Northern State since the verdict then 
given has been evoked and the people 


have spoken in thunderous tones Repub- 


lican party and the principles of that 


party. 

The Democratic President and the Dem- 
ocratic Congress have been running this 
Government for the past nineteen months, 
and, during that time little has been ac- 
complished. Every industry has been dis- 
tressed and every occupation has been in- 
juriously affected.

Mussels not Properly Cooked—Pic- 
nickers Made III.

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 5.—A party of 
well-known ladies and gentlemen of this 
city have been spending the summer on 
Bolinas Bay. They were all poisoned by 
eating mussels gathered from the rocks. 
They were seriously affected, but are re- 
covering 


Mussels have always been supposed to 
be wholesome food. Some physicians as- 
oribe the poisoning to the presence of cop- 
per in the rock. Others say that inside 
the mussel is the hair-like scale, harm- 
bess when the mollusk ‘is \ihoroughly cooked, 
but very poisonous otherwise. The physi- 
cian experimented with the uncooked mus- 
sel juice on animals and found it as deadly 
as #trychnine.

We point out these things as among 
the legitimate and true causes for the 
disastrous results which are seen in 
the case of the journal lately on trial 
before the bar of public opinion, and 
which has so often violated all the 
canons of legitimate journalism. It is 
proper matter for discussion in this 
connection.

The city continues to be filled 
with new arrivals from the cyclone belt,

“THE BOND ISSUES. 

One of the most important matters of the 
week affecting property-owners, was the 
adoption by the Council of an ordinance 
of intention for the bond election. As 
finally approved, the ordinance calls for 
$185,000 for schools, $150,000 for parks, 
$141,600 for the Third-street tunnel, and 
. $30,000. for headworks for a water system 


on the Providencia ranch, a total of $506,- | 


600. The park appropriation is divided as 
follows: Westlake, $25,000; Bast Side, $25,- 
000; Elysian, $100,000. As mentioned last 
week it is considered by some as a mis- 
take to handicap the Blysian Park im- 
provement with approprigtions for other 
parks, as it may endanger the passage of 
the park bonds. 

As to the Third-street tunnel proposition, 


the property-owners in that direction claim 
that it is a much-needed improvement, in- 
volving the convenience of a large and 
rapidly-growing séction; that the First- 
street cut is now approaching completion, 
and that the tunnel is directly in the in- 
terest of the business section along First 
street. as unless Third street is cut 
through business will inevitably move rap- 
idly down toward Seventh street, where the 
first natural opening to the west is found. 
Some of the residents along Temple street 
think that the Council should have added 
$100,000, while they were about it, for the 
grading of Temple street.

DECISION BY JUDGE SHAW—SUPREME 
COURT OPINION. 

Judge Shaw yesterday rendered his de- 
cision in the case of I. W. Hellman vs. 
H. J. Shoulters et al., findings and judg- 
ment being ordered for the defendants in 
in accordance with the following — 
In the Superior Court of the County of 

Los Angeles, State of California. Hell- 

man vs. Shoulters. 

“This cause is submitted on an agreed 
statement of facts. The complaint asks 
that the defendant, as Treasurer of Los 
Angeles city, be enjoined from selling cer- 
tain lots upon a warrant to pay certain 
bonds issued for street improvements. 
The chief object of the action is to obtain 

a decision as to the constitutionality of 
the act commonly known as the Street 
Bond Improvement Act of 1691. Upon 
this question able and exhaustive briefs 
have been filed by counsel for the respec- 
tive parties. I have carefully examined 
them, and have come to the conclusion 
that the law in question is constitutional. 
The reasons are set forth at length and 
with great force and clearness in the 
briefs of counsel for defendant, and I do 
not deem it necessary to state them in 
this opinion, particulary as the case will 
no doubt be appealed to the Supreme 
Court; and I do not think I can add to 
the grounds stated in the briefs. — 

“There are some objections to the valid- 
ity of this particular proceeding, which do 
not involve the constitutionality of the 
law. I do not think any of them are well 
taken. Most of them are sufficiently dis- 
cussed in the briefs. I will mention only 
one of them. 

“The notice of street work was properly 
posted, and for the required length ot 
time. No procf of such posting was made 
until long after the work was done; in fact, 
not until after this suit was begun; when 
the affidavit of such posting in the usual 
form was file in the office of, the Street 
Superintendent. On the trial the defend- 
ants offered to. prove by. the person post- 
ing the notices that he did in fact post the 
notices in all respects as required by law. 
The plaintiff!’ objected to this evidence as 
incompetent, irrelevant and immaterial. 
His counsel insist that the fact that the 
affidavit was not filed until after the work 
was done is fatal to the proceedings; that 
the filing of such proof of notice is a 
necessary part of the proceedings, and. un- 
less it was done, and until it was done, 
the Council had no jurisdiction to order the 
work done, and that no other proof of the 
posting is admissible. The objections are 
not valid. The act provides that at the ex- 
piration of fifteen days after the posting, 
if no objections are made, ‘the City Coun- 
cil shall be deemed to have acquired ju- 
risdiction to order any of the work to be 
done.“ Nothing is said here about any 
proof of the posting, by affidavit or other; 
wise, being made or filed. There is noth- 
ing anywhere in the act which requires 
proof of such posting to be filed in any 
office. The jurisdiction is given when the 
posting is made. Whether proof of such 
posting is filed or not is immaterial, un- 
loss some action is begun involving the. 
validity of the proceedings, and in that 
case the fact that such posting was act- 
ually made can be proven by oral testi- 


mony the same as any other fact, if it 16 


necessary to prove it at all. I think the 
rule is universal that where jurisdiction 
depends on the giving of a notice, it is 
acquired as soon as the notice is given, 
and exists independently of the proof of 
cam be made after 
the jurisdiction has been exercised, and by 
means of any competent evidence. In re 
Newman (75 yoal., 218;) Sichler vs. Look, 
(93 Cal., 608.) 

The ‘objections to the evidence offered to 
prove, posting and publication of notices 


In 1890 Royal tendered to G. L. Denni- 
son a deed of conveyance of the house and 
lot, in possession; of which the latter had 
been For almost three years, and dcmanded 
$3250, the agreed value of the property, 
less "$750, Which amount he had borrowed 
from Dennison. The defendant refused to 


pay tt, höwever, and tendered to plaintiff 


a deed of the four lots executed by Lucius 
Dennison, but the grantor being a stranger 
to the contract, Royal refused to accept 
said deed. 

It was shown upon the trial of the case 
that in another action against the Denni- 
sons, a. decree was entered adjudging the 
conveyance ‘made by G. L. Dennison to 
his father to be fraudulent as to his credit- 
ors, and the admission of this evidence 
was contended to be improper; but the 
Supreme Court does not so hold, and finds 
no error in the record which would justify 
a reversal. 

The judgment and order of the Superior 
Court of San Bernardino country, in the 
case of F. W. Reger (respondent) vs. C. H. 
Rhodes (appellant) an action to rescind a 
contract for the sale of land, are also 
affirmed, the Supreme Court, in a very 
brief opinion, holding that the demurrer 
was properly overruled, as the facts stated 
were fully sufficient to constitute a cause 
of action; that the objection of the de- 
fehse to the testimony of the witness 
Finkle is not sustained by the record; and 
that the evidence was sufficient to justify 
each of the findings assailed. 

In the case of the Porphyry Paving Com- 
pany (respondent) vs. L. Aucker (appel- 
lant) an action to enforce a street assess- 
ment against defendant’s land in the city 
of San Bern: rdino, the judgment and order 
appealed from are affirmed. The Supreme 
Court holds the trial court did not err 
in overruling dofendant’s demurrer to the 
complaini, as ne‘ther nor 
contradictory. It does; however, give spe- 
cial consideration to one point made by 
appellant, with ré@ference ta the posting 
and pubiication ef the required notice by 
the Street Superintendent, but does not 
sustain appellant’s position. 

The contention that tLé evidence does 
not justify the findings is not sustained.

In the raisin-growing section the bulk of

The combination of growers has 
resulted in slower sales, so far, but the 
Fesult will doubtless be satisfactory in 
the end. 

The prune crop is figured at about half 
that of last season. In France there is 
also a great shortage. 

For choice apricots about 8 cents is 
asked, which is about a cent'a pound above 
the ideas of buyers. 

Fresh fruits are in fair demand and 
Selling, generally, at satisfactory prices. 

The outlock for the orange crop. at pres- 
ent is good. Buyers are already in the 
field in San Bernardino county, making 
Offers for the growing crop. 

Advices from Oregon are to the effect 
that there is little or no more barley there 
for export. A considerable amount of dar- 
ley has been brought down to San Fran- 
Sisco from Oregon of late. which has 
ed in keepug down prices. so that there 
Should be a revival from now on. Here. 
im the southern part cf the State, there is 
Sure to be an increasei demand as the 
seeding season comes on. when crain will 
bave to be imported for that purpose. 
Hence. all farmers in this section who are 
eto do so are bolding their darlex. 

The market for eres and dairy products 
is quite firm. Rranch eses have advanced 
Within @ few weeks from 12% cents to 33 
cents. 

Later reports confirm the shortage in 
ihe homer crop. Most of the bees in this 
Section will do well if they succeed in 
heaping alive om the honey which 
stcred up. 


The Scale on Orange Trees. 

Tt ie only dy constant watchfulness*that 
ear horticulturists can hope to keep their 
trees free from insect pests. A River:ide 
paper is authority for the statement ithat 
last year the w eottony scale gained 
such a foothold the groves of that sec- 
tion that growers. were much troubled. 
Colonies of the vedalm cardinalis were se- 
cured and cleaned ‘out the scale.

The Grape Crop. 

Low prices—ruinously low prices—fave 
been the rule for California grapes for a 
mumber of years past and now the grow- 
ers are confronted with a short crop, at 
ast in Southern California. Not more 
than two-thirds of a crop has been raised 
in this section. At the same time, prices 
have been lower than last year. For the 
ordinary black varieties only 38 a ton has 
been paid, which leaves iittle for the 
Brower after the cost of picking and 
Sransportation has been paid. Probably 
$5 a ton would cover the net returns, 
Which to say the least, is not satisfactory. 

Several wineries have given up all idea 
Of operating this season, as there is a 
large stock of last year’s vintage on hand. 
This year’s product is estimated as fol- 
lows: Port, 600,000; angelica; 200,000 and 
sherry, 200,000, a total of 1,000,000. 

It is no wonder that there is already 
talk of a combination among the wine 
makers of Southern California similar to 
that which was recently formed in the 
Borthern part of the State. E is only by 
home such action as this that the vine- 
vafdists can hope to maintain an industry 
Which should be one of the most profit- 
the State.

London direct, Liverpool not being the 
fruit distributing point for England. Ship- 
ments should go by way of Southampton, 
as it means practically a clear day gained 
in getting fruit to market in London. 

In regard to a previous shipment which 
was made in 1892, and which it was claimed 
resulted in a less to the shippers, Mr. 
White, of W. N. White & Co., the largest 
fruit brokers in England, who handled the 
shipment, is quoted as saying’ 

“That year the weather was fine? warm, 
with plenty of sunshine, weather that in- 
duces people to eat fruit. The Engtish 
crops were not heavy, and so I realized 
very good prices, from 12s to 17s a box. 
Reports say that on this shipment there 
was a loss of 840,000. This I cannot be- 
lieve, and my reason for being incredulous 
are mainiy arithmetical. The charges 
from New York to London came to £32 a 
carload, which will figure out about Is 
4d on whole boxes, or 8d on half-boxes. 
The prices we obtained were far ahead 
of those prevalent, in New York, where 
plenty of California pears were sold at $2 
and $2.50 as compared to $3 and $4.25 here. 
New York charges 15 per cent. and hand- 
ling charges of 4d. for whole boxes, and 2d 
for balf boxes, so how can à loss have been 
made with an excess in London of about 
30 cents per box over New York charges, 
when there was fully 1 more per box 
paid by London buyers. Now there is not 
the least danger in sending any quantity 
| of California fruit to Lonaon with an ex- 
¢ess of charge over the cost of landing it 
in New York of 30 cents, providing aa 
fruit arrives in proper condition.“ 

In regard to the first shipment this year, 
Mr. White says that everything was 
against them in handling the fruit. They 
knew nothing about its coming forward un- 
til the English papers anncunced it and 
four days afterward the fruit was there. 
The weather had been most unfavorable 
for weeks, but everything possible was 
done on such short notice and buyers from 

all over the kingdom came to see the 
fruit. Considering the circumstances Mr. 
White thinks the sale was successful, as 
the emphatic eommendation of buyers was 
secured, although the frult was too ripe. 
The same want of foresight continued 
with subsequent shipments, no notification 
being sent. 

Certainly this should be sufficient to ex- 
plain why the shipments were not more 
successful. Mr, White says: ‘ 

“It does not need any further discus- 
sion of the grower’s question, ‘Will it pay 
to ship California fruit to London?’ I an- 
swer emphatically, ‘Yes.’ But plenty of 
advice should be givén in order to pre- 
pare buyers here, and California pack- 
ers should be in close cable communica- 
tion wth us. Then some little changes 
should be made in ‘the methods of 
packing. The boxes should be protected 
from being squeezed in transit and conse- 
quently bruising the ‘fruit. 

Large fruits should be sent of choicest 
grades and the sizes should be uniform. 


* California plums are magnificent, but, how- 


‘ever good, they will not realize high prices 
in a glutted market. The state of the mar- 
ket is easily advised. If California grow- 
ers, with their annually increasing or- 
chards, would carefully consider and plan 
out all business arrangements of Califor- 
nia fruit shipments, they n anticipate 
nothing but success and high prices.’’ 

It will certainly be a matter of regret 
if arrangements are not made - to forward 
regular shipments of California fruit to 
London, where there appears to be an al- 
‘most unlimited market. The correspond- 
‘ent above quoted says that ‘Californians 
would not believe without ocular demon- 
stration what miserable apologies for fruit 
are offered for sale in London. It is such 
as Californians would only feed to hogs. 

The sales are made by auction, and the 
fruit is disposed of. very rapidly, within 
an hour after a sale all the 5000 or 6000 
packages having been delivered.

In herds of cattle 
in New York, consisting largely of mature 
cows, the disease has been known to at- 
tain a maximum of 98 per cent., and it 
is in this fact that the danger of spread- 
ing Among the human family lies. The 
ultimate relation of cattle to man be- 
comes à potent agent in the extension and 
maintenance of the disease among humen 
beings.

0 house near the barn, another some- 
where in the orchard, and another in some 
out-of-the-way place. If the houses. are 
two or three hundred yards apart, fences 
will not be required. The houses need not 
be expensive, and most farmers have old 
lumber lying around, or an old shed that 
ought to be torn down, aud all this can 
be worked into the poyltry houses. The 
houses should be at lest 26x15 feet for 
fifty fowls. Have the roof firm and tight, 
and then line the house inside with good, 
stout building paper. Little cracks in the 
sides of a house or dampness is the cause 
of sick fowls during the winter season. 
The front and * * side of the house 
should be seven or eight feet high, and 
have two 9 windows therein, 
while the back or north side should be 
four or five feet high. The reason why the 
house should be large, light and dry is be- 
cause during the cold cr stormy days of 
winter the fowls should be confined there- 
in, and if plenty of litter is kept on the 
floor, and small grains are buried under 
this, the fowls will be kept busy all day. 
This means plenty of eggs, and plenty of 
eggs in winter means plenty of money 
just when money is most needed. Do not 
be afraid of shutting the house up as 
tight as possible at night, but during the 
day, when the hens are confined, open the 
windows and give plenty of air, using 
wire netting to keep the fowls from flying 
out. It must be remembered that hens 
are dressed just as heavily in daytime as 
at night, and if kept too warm during the 
day they will feel the cold of night more, 
and sickness will be the resu:t. The 
droppings should be kept by themselves 
and not be allowed to be scratched all over 
the floor, and the roosts.should be all on 
a level and not more than eighteen inches 
or two feet up from the floor.. The roosts 
should be three or four inches wide, a 2x5 
joist making an excellent roost. 


A remarkable instance of persistence in 
holding a flow of milk was furnished by 
Merry Maiden, a Jersey owned by C. I. 
Hood of Lowell, Mass. Previous to her 
calving at the World’s Fair, on April 15, 
1893, it was found impossible to dry her 
off, although every effort was made to do 
so. She has just calved again, having 
meantime been through a dairy test, had 
a severe sickness, been moved from West 
to East, and in spite of persistent efforts 
to dry her, was giving from ten to thir- 
teen pounds of milk per day up to the 
time of dropping her calf. 


Treatment of Dry Cows. 


(O. D. Ray in Amperican Farmer.) A 
cow that is dry should be fed with such 
food as will furnish an abuadance of nu- 
trition without largely increasing the pro- 
portion of fat. It is the poorest kind of 
economy to let a dry cow rup down in 
flesh, and it is almost as bad to make her 
fat. She should be kept in a good, thrifty 
condition, and in as perfect health as pos- 
sible, for not only the health of her off- 
spring and its future value for beef or 
milk depends on these things, but the 
value of the cow as a milker is affected 
for good or bad by her condition during 
the period of gestation. If a cow is skin 
poor at the time the calf is dropped she 
will not give as much milk as she would 
if in good condition, nor can she be fed so 
as to cause her to increase her flow to 
what it would have been if she had been 
properly cared for. It is quite a common 
thing to have cows come in in the fall 
fot winter milkers, and these are dry 
during that part of the year when pastur- 
age is at its poorest and insects are most 
numerous, and from these two causes 
dairy cattle are likely to become reduced 
in flesh. If dry cows are not attended to 
at this time and givon a supplementary 
ration, they ‘often become thin and out of 
condition, and when once this happens it 
is hard to bring them back. It follows 
that the best course is to prevent this 
from occurring, for upon attention to this 
matter depends the profit from keeping the 
cow. 


The great trouble with many farmers is 


that they do not raise what they need for 
Have not time 
to bother with such things,“ many of them 
say. As a consequence it too often hap- 
pens that the money which they take in 
for their regular crops they pay out again 
for supplies, and more, too. It would be a 
good idea to have a model farm here and 
there to show what can be done in the 
way of making a place self-supporting. 


Improved Agriculture. 

Prof. A. A. Persons writes as follows in 
a bulletin of the Florida Experiment Sta- 
tion: 
“The successful farmer of today is the 
one who follows his profession in a scien- 
The orthodox system of 
farming, such as was practiced by our 
forefathers, was probably well adapted to 
the environments of those times, when 
rich and virgin soils were plentiful, and 
when all that was needed to induce a soil 
to yield a bountiful harvest, was simply 
to scratch its back! with plow and har- 
leave it to smile with 
fruits and flowers and vegetables and grain. 
Owing to the continuous system of cultiva- 
tion to which our soils have, since then, 
been constantly subjected and without fer- 
tilization, they scarcely now serve more 
than as a medium or means of conveyance 
of plant food from the earth into the plant. 
If, therefore, we are to prosper as farm- 
ers; we must alter our system of farming— 
of sowing, reaping, fertilizing, etc., to suit 
the changed conditions... We must emerge 
from the chrysalis of prinittive agriculture, 
as practiced by our ancestars. and seek 
to learn more and more of the teachings 
of science as related to our profession, if 
we would solve the problem of our pros- 
perity. In all cases it is absolutely neces- 


sary that thought go before work, and in | 


every instance the successful farmer of to- 
day invariably has a theory upon which to 
base his practice. No farmer can any. more 
understand the principles that underlie the 
Science of fertilization without some 
knowledge of the chemistry of soils, of 
plants, and of fertilizers, than could a_rail- 
way be accurately planned and constructed 
by one unskilled in the ‘sciences of mathe- 
matics and mechanics: Indeed, the farmer 


without his reasons, his theory, if you 
| please his science, can have no plans. 
With these wanting, agriculture would 


prove as complete a failure with him as 
would the banking business when he was 
entirely ignorant of all the laws of finance.

AN ‘ABRUPT ENDING 


Contestants Close in aa Pratt 


Will Contest. 
Proponents Ask the Withdrawal ot 
n Issues from Mi 


Case 
A Physician Testifies that 
Pratt’s Mind Was Clear, but 
that She Was Lapking’ 
in Energy.

The trial of the contest over the, will’ of 
Mrs. Annie A. Pratt, deceased, was re- 
sumed before Judge Clark and à jury in 
the Probate Court yesterday morning. 
with the contestant, Mrs. Lucy ©, Good- 
speed, upon the witness stand for cross-ex- 
amination, 

A letter from Gen. Mansfield, written in 
August, 1889, to Mrs. Goodspeed was iden- 
tified by her and offered in evidence, but 
was not allowed in, the court sustaining 
the objection to it of contestant’s counsel. 

Mrs. Goodspeed testified to the effect 
that she had a conversation with Gen. 
Mansfield in 1892 relative to her mother's 
Will, during which he told her that it was 
in his safe. He did not, however, aa any- 
thing about its. contents. 

She further stated that during the six 
months of her residence here prior to her 
mother’s death she was never allowed to 
see Mrs. Pratt or talk to her, except in 
the presence of a third party. 

Mrs. Leonora. Wakefield, upon being re- 
called, was permitted, ‘over the objection 
of proponent’s ‘counsel, to reiterate her 
testimony as to Mrs. Pratt’s mental con- 
dition. | 

Upon reconvening for the afternoon ses- 
sion, counsel for the contestants: created 
some surprise by the announcement that 
they had no further testimony. 

Bradner W. Lee, Esq., counsel for the 
proponents at once moved the court to 
withdraw certain of the issues from the 
consideration of the jury upon the ground 
that the contestants had not introduced a 
particle of trustworthy evidence that there 
was fraud practiced upon the deceased to 
influence her to make a will in the favor 
of any person or persons. There was evi- 
dence of non-experts on this matter, but 
not a scintilla of evidence that is trust- 
worthy regarding this fraud or unsound- 
ness of mind that is claimed. He chal- 
lenged the attorneys on the other side to 
show a particle of testimony that tended 
to show that Mrs. Pratt was unsound in 
mind or insane in any particular. He fur- 
ther contended that they had not intro- 
duced a word of evidence to substantiate 
their claim that the will had been inter- 
polated or compounded.
